Huffulo, N. Y., Jul.v 6. — RiclianI T. Wilson’s 
g<Mxl racer, Olambala, showed a return to his last 
year’s form at Fort Erie this afternoon, when he won 
the niUe and an eighth handicap, one of the feature 
races offered by the Niagara Racing Association. 
Olambala carried 120 pounds, made all of his own 
)Nace and won under a puli. Usually Olambala comes 
from behind. He was a good horse this afternoon 
and left the barrier with a keen desire to run. Gold- 
stein permitted him to x*ace away from his field 
rounding the first turn, but after assuming an easy 
lead took him under restraint and for the remainder 
of the trip Olambala little more than cantered. The 
mile and an eighth was run in 1:51^. 

Sam Hildreth furnished two of the afternocm’s 
winners in Royal Meteor, which took the third race, 
and Gold Blade, which won the Niagara Stakes, for 
two-year-olds. Both horses were ridden by C. H. 
Shilling and both were forced to stand long and hard 
stretch drives to win by small margins. Royal Me- 
teor was favorite in his race, while Gold Blade was 
an outsider in the betting. The Belmont colt. Vesti- 
bule, was made favorite and was backed from even 
money to 3 to 5. Aldebaran, a well-thought-of maiden 
in the Wilson stable, showed a good performance in 
coming from behind to finish second.

TRIGG’S SENSIBLE VIEW OF HORSES. 

“Charlie” Trigg as a jockey is, of course, known 
all over England, but Charles Trigg as a writer is 
.‘in unknown i|uantity at present. He is, however, 
writing his turf eareer for the Weekly Dispatch, 
d hieh shouhl make interesting reading. 

At the beginning of his racing career, he says, he 
used to lead the liehl whenever he could, until it 
dawned on him, as it dws on all riders sooner or 
later, that in many instances this was precisely 
what not to do. Sometimes he won by this methml, 
but more often he ran unplaced. .And so skill came 
to him with cx[*ericnee, 

Trigg was asked what was the greatest horse he 
ever rode. Witliout a nnmicnt’s hi>sitation Ire re 
plied: “I’rtMty Polly. 1 was the first to ride Pretty 
Polly in public, being only a Imi.v tbeii. 1 think she 
won that race by alsnit a furlong. Her action was 
magniticiMit. 1 bail only to sit tinu'e and let her 
go. She may not have been as ginxl a mare as 
Sc«‘ptie. 1 suppose siie v.asn’t. Rut i never wisli 
to ride a better. Perhaps I ;im fondest, really 
fomlest, of Ibtsisirop. 1 Won the Oaks with her last 
year, and positively gn*w to like her, she has such 
b uiec and patient temper, and responded so well to 
ever.vthing 1 asked her to do. Miini .vou, liorst*s are 
just like hinnaii beings. Some* are amiable and some 
are disagreeable, fickle and olislinate. The piildie 
looking on from the stands at a raee,^ with their 
liiouey staked on the horses, little imagine the tan 
lalizi'ng experiences jo«-kcys .sometimes pass through, 
while those who arc backing them say anything but 
complimentary things about their riding. Any j<x:key 
will tell 3'oii that you may start off on a race with 
Hie eonvh'tioii that your horse is going to win, and 
then all of a sudden the animal cracks up. and 
ludhiug that yon can do will bring him on again. 
Iboiigb you try cvcr.v device known to gooil horse 
iiiunship! On «*ther o<‘casions a hors<‘ will absolutely 
astonish you by his going. He may he a ten to one 
or a twenty to <me chance. Yon may have ridden 
him many times before in the rear of tlie field. This 
time he 'simply takes it into Ids head to win, and 
nothing will stop him from doing so. Horses, like 
men, have iimukIs. One ilny they feel tit. another 
day they are off color. Tills is true of all horses, 
but the best horse is the liors<* tliat ofteuesl feds 
fit. provided, of eouisc, he has got the necessary 
qualities of speed or stamina.— Loudou Spijrliui; Life.

FRANCE GAINS BY OUR MISFORTUNE. 

France will benefit enormously by the action of 
American “faddists.” No matter what modifica- 
tions may he made in the obnoxious laws which have 
milit.ated against the success of the turf on the other 
side of the Atlantic, those W’ho have sent their studs 
— lock, stock and barrel — across the w'ater will not 
feel inclined to remove them again. When M. Maur- 
ice Epbrussi, the breeder of Perth and Mordant, re- 
tired from the ranbs of breeders, the Gazon Stud, 
uear Montabart and close to Argentan, In the midst 
of tho.se fertile plains where the site was chosen for 
the famous stud at Le Pin, the station for the gov- 
ernment thoroughbred sires, Mr. Duryea immediately 
took possession. At the end of the month we shall 
see the produce of Adam out of the mares brought 
over by that gentleman. The two-year-olds by being 
foaled in France have the necessary qualification 
to take part in all the French classic and other races. 
Sportsmen will also see the youngsters of August 
Belmont, who annually made entries for the inter- 
national event, the (irand Prize of Paris, The pro- 
duce of the studs of Messrs. Ogden, M. Bishop and 
H. M. Ziegler, according to the JYench “Calendar,” 
will also display their colors this year, while their 
compatriot, Clarence H. Mackay, who arrived later 
with his sires, mares and foals, will have to wait 
until 1913 before he can follow the lead of his com- 
patriots, since the protective policy of France only 
pi^rniits those wiio have been foaled in the country 
to participate in racing exceptionally. 

“Under these circumstances Mr. Mackay is send- 
ing his yearlings not qualified in France to invite 
public opiiiiou at the Newmarket sales. I had a 
cliance of looking them over before they left their 
pleasant home in the Normandy pastures. (Certainly 
Kingston Stud must have had a reputation in Ken- 
luck.v. It is rare to see such fine mares as those 
destined to be dams of future winners carrying the 
colors of the present owner of Meddler. Mordant 
and Phoenix, standing close by, have been visited hv 
some of the dames from the Gazon Stud. Such an 
excellent colleetion of mares, Ballantrae, b.v Ayr- 
shire; Brilliantiiie, by Carbine; Flocarllne, by St. 
Florian, dam of Kempion; Rotha, bv St. Serf; Spec- 
trum. by Orvleto; Striko-a-Light, by Donovan, and 
Wheat Ear. by St. Frusquin, naming only those who 
attracted my attention during a fl.ving visit, augnrs 
well for the future of the racing stable. As a siwrts- 
man living in the country I could not help regretting 
I lie departure owing to cruel necessity of such a 
promising eolt as the chestnut by Rock Sand, out of 
Trigger, the pick of the five colts. The predominat- 
ing nnmber of nine fillies receives compensation 
tlirongli the blood, quality and s.vmmetry they show. 
The Floi'arline filly, by Meddler, bids fair to run 
her half-brother Kempion very closely for turf laur- 
els, and it would he hard to find a better. The Med- 
dler fillies carry all before them. The Vantage, 
Hatasoo, and Strike-a-Llght fillies are exci'ptionally 
good, w hlle the latter Is a good exponent of the 
!>onovan hh»od. The bay filly by Rock Sand, out of 
Won by Waiting, by Galopin. has more than one 
good point to recommend her, and the chestnut by 
Hastings, out of Snisnn. a g<M»d winner in her day, 
is not to be disdained. — Paris Letter to Loudon 
Sportsman. |
